RULES  FOR  Tlffi  USE  OF  ROOMS* 


I.     The    rooms    shall    be   opened  at    2  and    closed 
punctually  at  10  p.  m. 

II.  The  regular  entrance  to  the  rooms  shall  be  by 
the  West  door,  except  on  occasion  of  the 
monthly  meetings 

III.  No  one  shall  be  admitted  to  the  East  Room 
during  the  session  of  any  Section,  except  the 
members  thereof,  or  upon  their  invitation, 
extended  through  a  member  in  attendance. 

IV.  Each  Section  shall  provide  itself  with  a  placard 
denoting  that  it  is  in  session,  to  be  hung 
during  its  session  upon  the  outside  of  the 
door  leading  into  the  inner  passage. 

V.  Smoking  in  these  rooms  will  not  be  allowed 
under  any  circumstances. 

VI       Loud  conversation  shall  not  be  indulged  in. 

VII.  It  is  forbidden  to  mark  or  deface  any  paper, 
periodical,  or  book  belonging  to  the  Society, 
by  drawing,  comment,  or  correction,  or  to 
clip  or  otherwise  mutilate  it. 

VIII.  No  paper,  periodical,  or  book  belonging  to  the 
Society  shall  be  taken  from  the  rooms  under 
any  circumstances. 


IX.  In  order  to  the  observance  of  the  last  two  rules 
especially,  and  for  the  better  preservation  of 
order,  it  is  recommended  that  members  do 
not  permit  their  children  under  fifteen  years 
of  age  to  frequent  the  rooms. 

X.  No  visitor  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time  to  the 
rooms  except  by  invitation  of  and  in  com- 
pany with  a  person  entitled  through  member- 
ship to  the  privileges  of  the  rooms  ;  and  no 
visitor  not  a  specially  invited  guest  of  the 
Society  shall  be  admitted  to  any  business 
meeting. 

XI.  The  person  having  charge  of  the  rooms  shall 
promptly  report  any  infringement  of  these 
rules.

ANNUAL  REPORTS. 


SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

Orange,  November  ig,   1898. 
To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  New  England  Society  : 

The  Recording  Secretary  hereby  respectfully  presents 
his  second  annual  report  of  the  general  work  and  condi- 
tion of  the  Society  for  the  year  ending  November  4,  i8g8. 

The  year  that  has  just  closed,  while  without  any  of  the 
special  features  which  characterized  ihe  preceding  year, 
has  nevertheless  been  one  of  steady  growth  in  member- 
ship and  interest,  and,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  of  increasing  in- 
fluence for  good  in  this  community.  No  especial  efforts 
have  been  made  to  bring  out  large  numbers  at  any  par- 
ticular meeting,  as  was  done  last  year,  when  outside 
speakers  addressed  the  Society  in  the  upper  hall ;  but  it 
would  be  unfair  to  say  that  the  general  attendance  or  the 
apparent  interest  has  shown  any  appreciable  falling  off. 

Meetings  have  been  held  regularly  on  the  first  Satur- 
day night  of  each  month,  except  in  January,  when,  on 
account  of  the  fact  that  it  was  New  Year's  night,  it  was 
considered  advisable  to  hold  the  meeting  on  the  second 
Saturday  evening.  The  largest  attendance  was  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  November,  when  65  members  were 
present;  the  lowest  in  May,  when  the  Ambulance  Benefit 
Entertainment  in   Music   Hall   enticed   away  all  but  24. 
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This  latter  was  the  only  number  under  30  for  the  entire 
year,  the  general  average  being  32  for  each  meeting. 
This  average  is  somewhat  less  than  that  of  last  year,  but 
it  will  be  remembered  that  upon  two  evenings  the  pres- 
ence of  Prof.  Goodnow  and  Mr.  Spahr  caused  unusually 
large  attendances. 

The  additions  to  the  Society  for  the  year  number  thirty. 
Two  members.  Rev.  Michael  J.  Cramer  and  Henry  M. 
Oddie,  were  reported  to  the  Society  as  having  died  during 
the  year,  and  suitable  memorials  were  prepared  and  read 
before  the  members  and  placed  among  the  archives. 
Seven  members  resigned  during  the  year,  in  nearly  every 
case  absence  or  removal  from  town  being  the  assigned 
causes.  There  has  been  a  net  gain  of  twenty-one  in  the 
membership. 

During  the  winter  the  Society  enjoyed,  through  its 
efficient  Lecture  Committee,  a  series  of  three  lectures 
which  were  largely  attended  by  members  and  their 
friends.  The  speakers  were  Garrett  P.  Serviss,  of  New 
York,  Rev.  Henry  G.  Spaulding,  of  Cambridge,  Mass., 
and  Prof.  William  Libbey,  of  Princeton. 

On  December  22,  Forefathers'  Day  was  appropriately 
celebrated  by  an  unusually  large  and  enthusiastic  gath- 
ering of  members  and  their  guests  which  taxed  the  upper 
hall  to  the  utmost.  Among  the  speakers  were  Gov.  John 
W.  Griggs,  the  Rev.  Dwight  Galloupe,  of  Newark,  Dr.  J. 
M.  Buckley,  and  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Thompson,  of  Pittsfield, 
Mass.     Not  only   was   the   dinner  a  social  success,   but 


the  Committee  was  able  to  report  to  the  Society  that 
financially  also  this  celebration  stood  out  prominently  in 
the  list  of  similar  functions. 

The  Society  has  maintained  its  well-deserved  reputa- 
tion for  public  spirit  and  broad  views  of  the  live  ques- 
tions of  the  day,  and  has  taken  a  stand  upon  many  of 
the  subjects  that  have  elicited  public  thought  and  con- 
sideration, not  only  in  local  but  in  State  and  national 
affairs  as  well.  The  position  of  the  Society  has  uni- 
formly been  on  the  side  of  wise  and  careful  expenditure 
of  public  funds,  the  careful  investigation  and  scrutiny  of 
corporations  seeking  franchises,  and  the  hedging  about 
of  such  bodies  with  the  safeguards  necessary  to  protect 
the  people,  and  in  sympathy  with  a  broad  and  patriotic 
State  and  national  policy  that  can  command  the  admira- 
tion and  support  of  all  parties.  In  view  of  the  action  of 
the  Society  in  these  respects,  it  can  safely  be  said  that 
its  influence  for  good  has  not  deteriorated,  but  on  the 
contrary  has  rather  increased  for  wise  and  conservative 
policy. 

Among  the  questions  that  came  up  before  the  Society 
during  the  year  was  the  advisability  of  the  erection  of  an 
isolation  hospital  for  contagious  diseases.  In  this  laud- 
able scheme  the  Society  united  with  the  Bureau  of  Asso- 
ciated Charities  and  the  East  Orange  Township  Improve- 
ment Society. 

The  subject  of  Roads  and  Road-building  has  received 
careful  attention,  with  especial  reference  to  the  streets  of 
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Orange.  One  of  the  most  comprehensive  and  best 
papers  presented  during  the  year  was  the  report  of  the 
Public  Welfare  Committee  on  the  history  of  road- 
making. 

The  question  of  our  national  currency  consumed  much 
time  for  two  meetings,  and  provoked  much  interesting 
and  profitable  discussion,  while  many  legislative  bills 
were  considered  and  action  taken  upon  them  during  the 
session  of  the  Legislature  at  Trenton. 

The  means  of  egress  trom  Music  Hall  were  thoroughly 
canvassed,  and  the  entire  building  carefully  investigated, 
with  the  result  that  the  Society  was  fully  satisfied  of  the 
safety  of  that  popular  resort,  and  all  fears  of  panic  or 
disaster  were  allayed,  if  indeed  any  apprehension  was 
ever  felt. 

At  the  April  meeting,  when  the  country  was  passing 
through  that  great  crisis  which  terminated  in  the  declar- 
ation of  war  with  Spain,  and  at  the  time  when  President 
McKinley  vyas  endeavoring  to  withstand  the  tremendous 
force  of  Congress  and  of  many  influential  men  all  over 
the  country  who  urged  what  seemed  to  be  hasty  and 
precipitate  action,  the  Society  by  resolution  declared  its 
entire  confidence  in  the  Chief  Magistrate,  and  deprecated 
any  hasty  action  by  Congress  that  might  hinder  the 
President  in  his  effort  to  bring  about,  if  possible,  a  peace- 
able solution  of  the  great  problem  in  hand.  These 
resolutions  were  telegraphed  to  Mr  McKinley,  and 
copies  were  sent  to  the  Senators  and  Representatives 
from  New  Jersey. 
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Lastly,  the  burning  question  of  the  proper  disposition 
of  the  Philippine  Islands  took  firm  hold  upon  the  mem- 
bers, and  in  two  large  and  interesting  meetings,  one  of 
them  especially  called  and  held  in  the  upper  hall,  this 
very  important  matter  was  ably  discussed  pro  and  con, 
and  the  Society  placed  itself  on  record  as  not  being  in 
favor  of  simply  retaining  a  naval  and  coaling  station  in 
the  archipelago. 

Thus  it  may  be  seen  that  the  past  year  in  the  history 
of  the  New  England  Society  has  been  characterized  by  a 
lively  interest  in  affairs  State  and  national,  a  conser- 
vative position  in  matters  pertaining  to  this  immediate 
vicinity,  and  an  increasing  influence  and  power  for  good 
in  uplifting  and  improving  all  the  conditions  that 
surround  and  determine  the  character  and  reputation  of 
this  community,  while  the  social  advantages  that  come 
from  the  intercourse  of  members  and  the  interchange  of 
views  of  broadminded  men  of  to-day  mark  with  especial 
prominence  the  New  England  Society  of  Orange,  and 
make  its  members  proud  of  its  history  and  position.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 

Orange,  November  5,  1898. 
To  the  President  and  AfeDibers  of  the  N'ew  England  Society 
of  Orajige  : 

The  Library  Committee  reports  an  increased  interest 
in  matters  pertaining  to  the  library  during  the  past  year, 
although  the  limit  in  shelf-room  has  forbidden  any 
material  addition  by  purchase.  The  Society  is  again 
indebted  to  Mr.  W.  P.  Garrison  for  the  gift  of  various 
pamphlets  and  magazines. 

The  report  of  the  Curator  gives  the  number  of  visitors 
in  the  reading-room  for  each  month  of  the  year,  and  also 
the  list  of  periodicals  which  are  regularly  received  by 
subscription. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  in  March  last, 
the  Committee  was  requested  to  consider  and  report 
upon  the  desirabilit}'  of  making  the  library,  to  some 
extent,  a  circulating  one  among  the  families  of  members. 
At  the  following  meeting  the  Committee  reported  that 
the  library  was  essentially  one  of  reference  ;  that  it  could 
hardly  be  expected  that  certain  classes  of  books  could  be 
loaned  from  the  rooms  ;  that  a  plan  might  be  promulgated 
by  which  such  books  could  be  reserved,  and  the  remainder 
of  the  library  opened  for  circulation  among  members; 
and  that,  before  advising  the  adoption  of  such  a  plan, 
the  Committee  would  prefer  to  know  the  wishes  of  the 
Society. 

The  report   was  received,   and  the  Committee  was  in- 
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strutted  to  present  a  plan  for  the  withdrawal  of  books. 
At  the  meeting  in  June,  it  was  recommended  by  the 
Committee  that  works  of  reference  such  as  encyclopaedias, 
lexicons,  and  atlases,  also  books  of  genealogy  and  local 
history,  bound  volumes  of  magazines  and  newspapers, 
and  periodicals  lying  on  the  reading-tables,  should  not  be 
loaned  from  the  rooms  ;  but  that  the  remaining  volumes 
of  the  collection  should  be  subject  to  withdrawal  by  mem- 
bers under  certain  conditions.  It  was  also  recommended 
that  the  library  should  be  rearranged  and  classified  by 
subjects,  preparatory  to  the  printing  of  a  catalogue;  that 
a  librarian  should  be  engaged,  to  be  present  a  part  of 
two  days  in  each  week,  beginning  in  September  follow- 
ing, at  a  stated  compensation  ;  and  that  additional  book- 
shelves should  be  placed  in  the  East  Room,  similar  to 
those  in  the  West  Room,  in  anticipation  of  future  growth. 
The  recommendations  were  adopted.  The  classifica- 
tion of  the  books  was  made  during  the  summer,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Curator,  Mr.  Bayles.  It  has  been 
thought  advisable,  however,  since  the  resumption  of  the 
work  of  the  Society  in  the  autumn,  to  postpone  for  the 
present  any  further  measure  for  the  fulfilment  of  the 
plan.  If  at  any  time  the  Society  should  decide  to  proceed 
in  the  matter,  the  Committee  will  be  ready  to  carry  out 
any  instructions  to  that  effect.

CONSTITUTION. 


I. 

The  Society  shall  be  known  as  The  New  England 
Society  of  Orange.  Its  objects  shall  be  to  commemorate 
and  foster  the  virtues  of  the  Fathers  of  New  England, 
and  to  cultivate  social  relations  among  its  members. 


Any  person  of  full  age,  being  the  native,  or  the  son  of 
a  native,  of  any  of  the  New  England  States,  and  any 
other  person  who  may  sympathize  with  the  objects  of 
this  Society,  may  become  a  member  on  being  elected 
according  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  thereof,  and 
paying  the  sum  of  five  dollars  to  the  Treasurer. 

III. 
The  property  and  concerns  of  said  Society  shall  be 
managed  and  directed  by  a  Board  of  Officers,  members 
of  said  Society,  consisting  of  a  President,  two  Vice- 
Presidents,  six  Counsellors,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer, 
to  be  elected  and  appointed  annually,  at  such  time  and 
place,  within  the  city  of  Orange,  as  shall  be  provided  for 
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by  the  By-Laws  of  said  Association  ;  and  to  hold  office 
until  their  successors  are  duly  elected.  The  Board  shall 
have  power  to  fill  its  own  vacancies. 

IV. 

Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  proposed  at 
the  Annual  Meeting,  but  shall  be  acted  upon  only  after 
the  lapse  of  three  months,  and  shall  require  for  their 
adoption  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  a 
meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  or  at  the  next  Annual 
Meeting. 


BY-LAWS. 


MEMBERSHIP. 

I. 

Thk  total  number  of  active  members  shall  not  exceed 
four  hundred. 

II. 

The  name  of  any  person  duly  proposed  and  seconded 
for  membership,  by  letters  addressed  to  the  Membership 
Committee,  shall  be  posted  on  the  Bulletin  Board  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  six  weeks  previous  to  action  there- 
on. Such  person  shall  become  a  member  upon  election, 
as  provided  in  Article  XIV.,  and  upon  the  payment  of  an 
initiation  fee  of  five  dollars,  together  with  the  annual 
dues  for  the  current  year,  to  the  Treasurer,  within  thirty 
days  after  the  notification  of  his  election.  The  annual 
fee  shall  be  five  dollars,  and  shall  be  payable  on  the  first 
day  of  April.  But  any  person  so  elected  may  become 
a  life  member  upon  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars  at  one  time.  All  members  shall  be  required  to 
sign  the  Constitution. 

Honorary  members  may  be  elected  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Society  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the 
members  present. 
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ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS. 

III. 
The  election  of  officers  and  of  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Membership,  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall 
take  place  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  Immediately  after 
the  meeting  has  been  called  to  order,  the  presiding  officer 
shall  appoint  a  judge  of  election  and  two  tellers,  who 
shall  forthwith  declare  the  polls  open  and  shall  keep  them 
open  for  the  period  of  one  hour.  The  Recording  Secre- 
tary shall  furnish  printed  ballots,  which  shall  contain 
the  names  of  all  persons  to  be  voted  for  who  shall  have 
been  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee,  as  here- 
inafter provided,  and  also  ballots  containing  the  names 
of  any  other  nominees,  upon  the  written  request  of  ten 
members  of  the  Society.  The  judge  and  tellers  shall 
proceed  to  count  and  announce  the  result  of  the  ballot 
as  soon  as  possible  after  the  polls  are  closed,  and  the 
newly-elected  officers  shall  be  installed  forthwith.  In 
the  event  of  a  failure  to  elect  at  any  ballot,  a  further 
ballot  shall  be  taken  in  such  manner  as  the  majority  of 
the  members  present  shall  direct.  A  majority  vote  shall 
be  necessary  to  elect  the  President,  but  a  plurality  vote 
shall  elect  in  all  other  cases.  The  order  of  the  Counsel- 
lors shall  be  determined  by  the  number  of  votes  received 
respectively. 

BOARD  OF  OFFICERS. 
IV. 

The  Board  of  Officers  elect  shall  meet,  within  ten  days 
after  the  Annual  Meeting,  for  the  appointment  of  its  own 
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committees,  etc.,  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  the 
Curator  for  the  year  ensuing;  a  majority  of  the  Board 
constituting  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
At  other  meetings  the  Board  may  be  governed  by  its  own 
rules  ;  but  the  approval  of  a  majority  shall  be  necessary 
to  all  appropriations  of  money. 

V. 
The  President,    or,  in  his  absence,  either  of  the  Vice- 
Presidents,  or,  if  these  three  officers  are  absent,  any  two 
Counsellors,  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Officers. 

VI. 

The  Board  of  Officers  may,  by  the  concurring  votes  of 
two-thirds  of  all  its  members,  given  viva  voce  and  entered 
on  the  Minutes,  suspend  from  enjoying  the  privileges  of 
tne  Society  any  member  who  may  be  guilty  of  gross  mis- 
behaviour or  scandalous  or  dishonest  conduct.  Such  sus- 
pension shall  continue  until  revoked  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Officers,  or  until 
the  suspended  member  is  restored  to  the  Society  by  the 
votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  an  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society.  The  Society  has  the  right  to 
expel  for  cause  on  the  vote  of  two-thirds  present  at  any 
meeting,  after  due  presentation  by  the  Board  and  notice 
to  the  party  charged. 

VII. 

There  shall  be  two  Standing  Committees  of  the  Board 
of  Officers,  each  composed  of  five  members.      One  shall 
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be  called  The  Committee  of  Public  Welfare,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  examine  and  report  upon  such  questions  of 
local  public  interest  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  referred 
to  it  by  the  Society.  The  other  shall  be  called  The  Com- 
mittee of  Charities,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  faithfully  to  dis- 
tribute and  expend,  according  to  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  of  the  Society,  all  moneys  appropriated  by  the 
Society  or  the  Board  of  Officers  for  charitable  purposes 
and  received  by  the  Committee  for  that  object. 

VIII. 

The  Board  of  Officers  may  appropriate  a  portion  of  the 
annual  income  of  the  Society,  not  exceeding  one-tenth,  to 
the  relief  of  indigent  and  unfortunate  persons  of  New 
England  origin.  All  other  appropriations  shall  be  made 
by  the  Society  ;  but  such  as  exceed  fifty  dollars,  except 
for  regular  expenses,  must  receive  the  approval  of  the 
Board. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 
IX. 

The  President,  or,  if  he  is  absent,  the  First  Vice-Presi- 
dent, or.  if  they  are  both  absent,  the  Second  Vice-Presi- 
dent, or,  if  these  three  officers  are  absent,  a  chairman 
selected  by  the  meeting,  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of 
the  Society  and  of  the  Board  of  Officers. 

X. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  correct  account,  in 
a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  of  the  proceedings 
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of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board  of  Officers,  notify  mem- 
bers of  the  times  of  meeting,  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  the  Board  shall  direct.  He  shall  advise  the 
Committee  on  Membership  of  all  vacancies,  and  notify 
the  new  members  of  their  election  as  soon  as  informed 
thereof. 

XI. 

Thfi  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  corres- 
pondence with  other  societies,  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member 
of  the  Lecture  Committee,  and  shall  edit  the  Society's 
publications. 

XII, 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  funds  and 
securities  of  the  Society,  and  pay  and  dispose  of  the 
same  in  pursuance  of  the  orders  of  the  Society,  or  of  the 
Board  of  Officers,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  shall 
render  an  account  thereof  as  often  as  called  upon  to  do 
so,  and  regularly  ai  the  Annual  Meeting.  He  shall  re- 
ceive the  membership  fees  and  dues.  The  annual  dues 
shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  April,  or,  in  the  case 
of  new  members  (who  shall  not  pay  twice  within  the 
same  calendar  year),  as  soon  as  they  qualify.  The 
Treasurer  shall  also  report  to  the  Recording  Secretary 
monthly  the  names  of  all  candidates  who  shall  have 
qualified  or  who  shall  have  failed  to  qualify.  He  shall 
also  report  any  member  who  persistently  neglects  to  pay 
his  annual  dues,  whereupon  his  name  shall  be  stricken 
from  the  roll. 
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XIII. 

The  Curator  shall  have  charge  of  the  Library  and  of 
the  objects  of  curiosity  or  of  science  which  may  be  ac- 
quired by  the  Society,  and  shall  co-operate  with  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules  and  Rooms  in  framing  regulations  for 
his  special  department. 

COMMITTEES. 

XIV. 

There  shall  be  a  Membership  Committee,  consisting 
of  nine  members,  which  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the 
regular  meeting  in  June,  1888,  and  shall  be  divided  by 
lot  into  three  classes  of  three  members  each  ;  the  terms 
of  office  of  each  shall  be,  respectively,  si^c  months,  a 
year  and  six  months,  and  two  years  and  six  months,  and 
thereafter  the  term  of  office  of  each  class  elected  shall  be 
three  years. 

Members  to  replace  the  outgoing  class  shall  be  elected 
in  each  year  by  the  Society  at  its  Annual  Meeting,  as 
hereinbefore  provided.  No  elective  officer  shall  be  a 
member  of  this  Committee,  and  the  names  of  its  mem- 
bers shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the 
Society's  rooms.  No  member  of  this  Committee  shall 
propose  or  second  the  nomination  of  any  candidate  for 
membership  in  the  Society.  The  duty  of  the  Committee 
shall  be  to  consider  the  names  of  any  persons  who  may 
have  been  proposed  and  seconded  for  mem.bership  as 
provided    in  Section   II.     The  proceedings   of  the  Com- 
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mittee  shall  be  secret  and  confidential.  If,  after  due 
inquiry,  the  application  shall  be  approved  by  a  vote  of 
the  Committee,  the  names  of  the  persons  proposed  shall 
be  presented  to  the  Society  at  a  regular  meeting  ; 
whereupon  a  ballot  shall  be  taken  and  the  candidate 
shall  be  declared  elected,  provided  not  more  than  five 
negative  nor  less  than  ten  affirmative  votes  are  cast. 

The  election  of  each  new  member  shall  be  immedi- 
ately reported  to  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  his 
name  shall  be  publicly  posted  for  a  period  of  sixty  days 
thereafter. 

XV. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Rules  and  Rooms  of 
five  members  ;  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two,  to  audit 
the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  ;  a  Library  Committee  of 
five,  of  whom  the  Curator  shall  be  one  ;  a  Lecture  Com- 
mittee of  five,  of  whom  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
shall  be  one  ;  a  Committee  on  Local  History  ;  a  Com- 
mittee on  Amendments  of  three  ;  and  a  Committee  on 
the  Celebration  of  Forefathers'  Day  of  five — all  appointed 
annually  by  the  Society  on  the  President's  nomination. 
These  committees  shall  report  to  the  Society  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  and  as  often  as  shall  be  deemed  neces- 
sary. 

XVI. 

The  Committee  on  Rules  and  Rooms  shall  report  to  the 
Society,  for  its  approval,  regulations  for  the  use  of  the 
rooms,  and  may,  in   the  interval  between  two  meetings, 
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decide  any  questions  that  arise  ;  it  shall  also  have  exclu- 
sive charge  of  the  economy  and  decoration  of  the 
Society's  rooms,  but  shall  incur  no  expense  without  the 
approval  of  the  Society. 

XVII. 

The  Library  Committee  shall  report  the  needs  of  the 
Reading  Room  and  the  Library,  and  propose  means  for 
their  accommodation  and  maintenance.  They  shall  see 
that  the  books  and  periodicals  are  carefully  treated,  the 
Society's  ownership  in  them  plainly  marked,  and  the 
source  from  which  they  are  obtained  suitably  acknow- 
ledged. 

XVIII. 

The  Lecture  Committee,  which  shall  be  appointed  at  the 
monthly  meeting  in  April,  shall  arrange  and  conduct  any 
course  of  Lectures  or  other  entertainments  which  the 
Society  may  authorize,  and  shall  be  limited  in  its  expen- 
ditures by  the  appropriations  made  therefor. 

XIX. 

The  Committee  on  Amendments  shall  receive  all  amend- 
ments proposed  by  members,  and  shall  report  on  them  to 
the  Society  as  hereinafter  provided. 

XX. 

The  Committee  en  Local  History  shall  collect  and  secure 
for  the  Society  such  facts  and  traditions  of  the  early  and 
local  history  of  the  community  as  may  seem  worthy  of 
preservation,  and  shall  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  or 
so  often  as  occasion  may  require. 
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XXI. 


The  Committee  on  the  Celebration  of  Forefathers  Day, 
which  shall  be  appointed  at  the  monthly  meeting  in  April, 
shall  arrange  for  and  carry  out  such  celebration  of  Fore- 
fathers' Day  as  may  be  authorized,  and  shall  be  limited 
in  its  expenditure  by  the  amount  appropriated  therefor. 

XXII. 

At  the  June  meeting  the  President  shall  appoint  a 
No77iinating  Committee  of  five  members,  which  shall  report 
at  the  October  meeting  nominations  for  the  Board  of 
Officers  and  members  of  the  Membership  Committee  to 
be  voted  for  at  the  Annual  Meeting  in  November. 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  SOCIETY 

XXIII. 

A  monthly  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  at  the 
Society's  rooms  on  the  first  Saturday  in  every  month, 
exccept  July,  August  and  September,  and  shall  be  called 
to  order  at  8  o'clock,  p.  m. 

Due  notice  will  be  given  to  each  member  by  the 
Recording  Secretary  through  the  mail. 

Tvventy  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
election  of  officers,  or  for  the  appropriation  of  money  ; 
fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  elec- 
tion of  members  or  transaction  of  any  other  business  ; 
but  eleven  members  may  adjourn  a  meeting  to  a  day 
specified. 
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XXIV. 

The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  at  the  Society's 
rooms  on  the  first  Saturday  in  November  of  each  year, 
or  at  such  other  time  and  place  as  the  Board  of  Officers 
may  direct,  giving  at  least  one  week's  notice  in  two  of 
the  Orange  papers,  and  shall  be  called  to  order  at  8 
o'clock,  P.  M. 

XXV. 

The  President,  or  if  he  is  absent  from  the  city,  one  of 
the  Vice-Presidents,  shall,  on  the  written  request  of  any 
ten  members  of  the  Society,  call  a  special  meeting  there- 
of. Due  notice  of  the  time  of  such  meeting  shall  be 
given  on  the  Bulletin  Board  of  the  Society,  and  by  adver- 
tisement in  two  of  the  Orange  papers.  The  business  to 
be  considered  shall  be  expressly  stated  in  such  notice, 
and  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

XXVI. 

The  order  of  business  at  the  Society's  meetings  shall 
be  : 

1.  The  Reading  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Reports  of  Committees  when  called  for. 

3.  Unfinished  business. 

4.  General  business. 

All  questions  of  parliamentary  practice  shall  be 
decided  by  "  Cushing's  Manual," 
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AMENDMENTS. 

XXVII. 

Amendments  or  alterations  of  the  By-Laws  may  be 
made  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  members  present  and  voting 
at  any  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  Society,  pro- 
vided the  proposed  changes  shall  have  been  reported  by 
the  Amendment  Committee,  by  posting  a  copy  of  the 
same  on  the  Bulletin  Board  of  the  Society  for  at  least 
two  weeks,  and  a  notice  that  an  amendment  will  be 
offered  shall  have  been  in  the  Secretary's  call  for  the 
meeting. 

Any  By-Law  may  be  suspended  at  any  meeting  by 
unanimous  vote  of  the  members  present. 

VACANCIES. 

XXVIII. 

All  Officers  and  Committees,  except  as  herein  other- 
wise provided,  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  or 
until  their  successors  are  chosen  ;  but  vacancies  which 
may  occur  from  any  cause  may  be  filled  at  any  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Society,  according  to  the  modes  of  elec- 
tion prescribed. 

In  the  case  of  the  President,  Recording  Secretary  or 
Treasurer,  notice  of  election  must  be  given  at  least  one 
week  previously  in  two  Orange  papers. 
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
